Only a few people alive today knew 
that the sprawling old frame residence 
overlooking the river on U.S. 460 just 
east of West Liberty on the property of 
Randolph and Doris Frederick envel- 
oped a treasure from the county’s past. 

As workmen tore away the weathered 
clapboards a few weeks ago what gradu- 
ally emerged was a two- story log cabin 
in near pristine condition, a true jewel 
from the past that predates the Civil War. 

Built of white oak, poplar, hickory 
and logs of other species, Frederick is 
of the opinion that the cabin, which he 
intends to keep despite at least three of- 
fers to date to buy it, is actually two sepa- 
rate cabins, one of which was the origi- 
nal homestead of the Day family and one

USW rejects 
second offer; 
still on strike 

Hatfield discusses latest 
ARH proposal; union 
says contract inadequate

Morgan County ARH Community 
CEO Tim Hatfield last Friday responded 
to rumors regarding the ongoing United 
Steelworkers’ Union strike at ARH hos- 
pitals throughout the region, outlining 
stipulations of ARH’ s latest contract pro- 
posal rejected by union workers. 

The contract, which was presented to 
USW members on Friday, addressed 
several picket issues including insurance 
coverage, wage increases, pensions and 
time off for certified nurse aides, li- 
censed practical nurses, housekeeping, 
maintenance and clerical staff. 

“ARH is trying to be as fair as pos- 
sible to make a contract everyone can 
live with,” Hatfield said. “We also want 
local citizens to know that Morgan 
County ARH is fully operational despite 
rumors we have shut down during the 
strike. Our patients are receiving qual- 
ity healthcare from highly trained, quali- 
fied individuals.” 

Hatfield, who did not attend negotia- 
tion talks at ARH headquarters in Lex- 
ington last week, said the proposed ARH 
contract offered the following benefits: 

• Wage increases. Year one increase: 
2 percent on contract ratification date; 
year two increase: 2.35 percent on April 
1, 2008; year three increase: 2.45 per- 
cent on April 1, 2009. 

• Enhanced healthcare benefits. ARH 
proposed an enhanced healthcare ben- 
efit consistent with the plan imple- 
mented for management on Jan. 1 . USW

Financing Higher Education

As the small army of guber- 
natorial candidates, running 
mates, handlers and hangers-on 
wander the state promising health 
insurance for the uninsured or 
repeal of the alternative mini- 
mum tax on small businesses, 
reality actually occurs back here 
in the capital city. 

And it is mostly an unpleas- 
ant reality at that. 

Just last week, the Council on 
Postsecondary Education re- 
ceived a sweeping report on the 
condition of buildings on univer- 
sity and college campuses. The 
cost of demolition, repairs and 
needed new construction is put 
at $12.7 billion over the next 15 
years. 

That amounts to $200 million 
a year, or $1.6 billion for each 
two-year state budget period. 
And much of that money must be 
approved by a General Assembly 
that still has not approved $370 
million in new debt for the 2006- 
2007 budget, much but hardly all 
of it earmarked for university 
construction and renovation 
projects. 

What the consultants hired by 
the Council found should come 
as no great surprise. Many build- 
ings on university campuses now 
are 30-40 years old, built in the 
1960s and 1970s when the baby 
boomers began flooding into col- 
leges and Kentucky’s universities 
experienced unprecedented ex- 
pansion. Those classroom build- 
ings and laboratories were de- 
signed in a time before personal 
computers and widespread digi- 
tal technology. They are old, out- 
dated and in need of major re- 
pairs or outright demolition. 

The report even found class- 
room buildings that were not 
handicap accessible. 

(It took the tragic death of a 
student at Murray State Univer- 
sity in a dormitory fire a few 
years ago to alert the public and 
parents that many of those 1960s 
era high-rise campus dormitories 
were not equipped with sprin- 
klers.) 

It is worth nothing that the 
survey of 700 campus buildings 
did not include dormitories at a 
time when the universities are 
being challenged to enroll 75,000 
more students a year by 2020. As 



a general rule, student room fees 
are used to pay off bonds issued 
to build campus housing. 

So, where is $12.7 billion go- 
ing to come from? Kentucky uni- 
versities have became much bet- 
ter at raising private donations 
over the last decade, but it would 
be surprising if they collectively 
they can come up with 10 per- 
cent of the total from friends and 
alumni. 

Higher tuition? After double- 
digit tuition increases for the last 
five years, university presidents 
were congratulating themselves 
last week that next year’s in- 
creases range only from 7.5 per- 
cent to 9.9 percent, a celebration 
not likely shared by students and 
their parents. 

Indeed, there are fears that 
sharply higher tuition costs at all 
the universities will make it im- 
possible to attract the number of 
new students envisioned when 
the goals were set for them. 

Mention was made of turning 
to local communities for help in 
meeting campus building needs, 
on the theory that they reap the 
economic benefits of the stu- 
dents, faculty members and ad- 
ministrators in those communi- 
ties. 

True enough, but I doubt may- 
ors and county judges in those 
university communities, trying to 
pave streets and roads and pay for 
sharply higher employee health 
insurance, are going to be rush- 
ing to campus with big checks 
anytime soon. 

No, it is a state system of 
higher education, and it is the 
state’s responsibility to bear the 
biggest share of bringing its 
higher education physical plant 
into the 21st century. That is if 
the higher education system truly 
is to become competitive with 
systems in far wealthier states. 

Are the candidates to lead 
Kentucky for the next four years 
up to the challenge of financing 
a modern university system? Or 
is Kentucky to continue mud- 
dling along, spending a few hun- 
dred million every other year 
patching plaster and making do 
with 40-year-old laboratories? 

It is a question those candi- 
dates ought to be willing to an- 
swer. It certainly is a question the 
universities themselves will want 
answered. 



Medicaid cuts could hurt 
small, rural pharmacies 



Independent pharmacies 
could be hurt by a federal pro- 
posal to cut the reimbursements 
they receive for providing ge- 
neric prescription drugs to people 
on Medicaid. The Centers for 
Medicare and Medicaid Services’ 
new rule would pay pharmacists 
an average of 36 percent less than 
what it would cost them to pro- 
vide the drug, according to a 
Government Accountability Of- 
fice study. The new rule would 
go into effect July 1 and would 
apply to all pharmacies, but small 
pharmacies would be hurt most 
because they don’t have the same 
sales volume as chain stores and 
serve more Medicaid patients. 
Small pharmacies might be 
forced to stop serving Medicaid 
patients. About 75 percent of the 
independent pharmacies in the 
United States are located in rural 
areas. The proposal could leave 
many rural Medicaid patients 
with fewer places to get prescrip- 
tions filled, says a staff-and-wire 
report in the Journal News of 
White Plains, N.Y. 

Pharmacies now make only 1 
to 5 percent profit on drugs un- 
der Medicaid, according to the 
National Community Pharma- 
cists Association. Steve 



Feinstein, co-owner of the Pre- 
scription Center of Ossining, said 
that as an independent pharma- 
cist he feels “there’s a concerted 
effort by our government to re- 
ally put us out of business... 
We’re seeing reimbursement 
rates, for example, from (Health 
Insurance Plan of New York), of 
87 cents for a co-pay.” Most 
pharmacists don’t determine the 
drug prices, which are set by third 
parties such as pharmacy-ben- 
efits managers, said Bob 
Giaquinto, owner of Rye Beach 
Pharmacy. 

“CMS disputes the GAO’s 
findings that pharmacists would 
be underpaid,” the story says. “In 
its response to the report, CMS 
said its results are unreliable be- 
cause they are based on confiden- 
tial data the GAO received from 
IMS Health, a private company 
that tracks drug prices, and can- 
not be verified. Congress man- 
dated the change in reimburse- 
ment rates in the 2005 Deficit 
Reduction Act because under the 
current formula pharmacists are 
overpaid, the agency said. The 
change is supposed to save tax- 
payers $8 billion over the next 
five years.”

Ky. tobacco-settlement fund wins 
award, N.C. approach questioned 



When cigarette firms agreed 
to pay states $246 billion over 
25 years to compensate tobacco- 
related health costs, the top two 
tobacco-producing states dedi- 
cated half their settlement 
money to helping their rural and 
agricultural economies make 
transitions from tobacco. Last 
week, Kentucky’s program won 
a national award, while North 
Carolina’s faced possible 
changes from unhappy legisla- 
tors — and perhaps the gover- 
nor. 

“More than half the North 
Carolina state Senate has en- 
dorsed legislation that would 
abolish the Golden LEAF 
Foundation, which distributes 
millions of dollars from the 
state’s settlement with tobacco 
companies,” reported Jerry 
Allegood of The News & Ob- 
server in Raleigh. The bill 
would create a stronger conduit 
to get the settlement money into 
rural areas, somewhat like 
Kentucky’s more farm-oriented 
program does. 

Sen. Clark Jenkins, a Demo- 
crat from Edgecombe in the 
flue-cured tobacco country of 
eastern North Carolina, “said 
the legislation was prompted by 
complaints that Golden LEAF 
was not doing enough to help 



counties hurt by the loss of to- 
bacco production,” Allegood 
wrote. “He said many projects 
were approved in areas, includ- 
ing western counties, that did 
not rely on tobacco.” Burley to- 
bacco is raised in the state’s 
west. 

Golden LEAF President 
Valeria Lee “said the foundation 
was established to help eco- 
nomically distressed counties, 
not just those that were tobacco- 
dependent,” Allegood wrote. 
“Gov. Mike Easley has called on 
Golden LEAF to be more ag- 
gressive in helping rural areas.” 

North Carolina spends only 
the earnings on investment of its 
settlement money. Kentucky, 
which ranks second in tobacco 
production but had many more 
tobacco farmers, responded to 
political imperatives and gave 
the money to a new Agricul- 
tural Development Board, 
which hands out the money as it 
comes in. This week, the pro- 
gram was named one of the top 
50 Innovations in American 
Government, an awards pro- 
gram of the Ash Institute for 
Democratic Governance and In- 
novation at Harvard 
University’s Kennedy School of 
Government.

According to Mrs. Hoard, “her 
father thought it was just the two 
downstairs rooms when (the 
cabin) was first built, but we may 
all have that idea because that’s 
how many houses were built.” 

Robert Clay Day gave his 
daughter, Cynthia Ann (“Tan”) 
Day Cottle a piece of his land a 
short distance away and the origi- 
nal family home was given to his 
son, James Robert (Jim) Day, 
who was Ollie Day’s father. 

When the clapboards were 
added to the home is not known 
but it must have been many, many 
years ago, according to Eugene 
Day, who recalls his grandfather 
(James Robert Day) adding “the 
bigger screened porch that faced 
toward town . . . They also added 
running water in the kitchen with 
a pump . . . those were probably 
in the 1920s and early 30s.” Mrs. 
Hoard said she vaguely remem- 
bers the bathroom and little 
breakfast room being added in 
probably the late 1950s. 

A kitchen, a small downstairs 
bedroom and the room above 
them were added at some point, 
but neither Mrs. Hoard nor her 
father know when. 

The additions added over the 
years to the cabin were of boxed 
plank construction, Mr. Frederick 
said. 

Mr. Frederick said he intends 
put a new roof on the cabin and 
secure it from the weather and re- 
pair the “front” porch, which 
faces the river, overlooking the 
former roadway along the river, 
since replaced by U.S. 460, which 
runs behind the cabin site. 

Frederick said he is sure the 
old log home is comprised of two 
separate structures. “You can see 
distinctly that one of the cabins 
was moved to the site.” The cabin 
site, a wide flat area atop a low 
knoll, was a perfect location to 
build on in the days before mod- 
ern earth-moving equipment, re- 
quiring little or no excavation. 
Sturdily made of 20-inch hewn 
logs, with two downstairs rooms 
and two upstairs, it appears that 
the two cabins originally could 
have been joined by a small, cov- 
ered “dog trot,” and second story 
doorways at the rear of the cab- 
ins indicate it is likely that the up- 
stairs rooms were accessible by 
outside steps or ladders. 

With the exception of a few of 
the logs near the ground, the re- 
mainder are undamaged and the 
cabin/cabins appear to be as 
sturdy as they day they were built 
by the sweat of some of the 
county’s early settlers. 

Some indication of the cabin’s 
age can be determined by some 




of the chinking discovered be- 
tween the logs to keep out the 
weather. Frederick said wedged 
between some of the logs on the 
“ up-river” side of the cabin were 
parts of an old wooden bed, 
which had been stained (not var- 
nished) and which had holes in- 
dicating that it was the remains 
of an early rope, or lattice, bed, 
judging by the row of holes that 
had been drilled into the bed rails. 

The cabin must have been 
something of a showplace when 
it was build in the 1 840s or 1 850s, 
as was the old frame structure that 
surrounded it in later years, as 
evidenced by the following article 
written by Helen Price Stacy for 
The Courier in the late 1960s. 
While Mrs. Stacy’s article does 
not agree in some aspects with the 
information above, it seems to 
confirm much of the current in- 
formation. 



Day House Is A 
Showplace 

In early spring, just about 
apple-blossom time, the Ollie C. 
Day house near West Fiberty 
makes travelers think about the 
homesteads of their grandparents. 
The house is spread out on a 
broad lawn that extends to the 
banks of the kicking River, the 
green lawn heavily covered with 
fruit trees that make a beautiful 
setting of peace and serenity de- 
spite the activity on U.S. 460 that 
goes by at a rapid pace a few 
yards above. All through summer, 
when roses, phlox, lavender, 
bluebells and dahlias are bloom- 
ing, the lawn is brilliant with 
color, and even into the fall when 
autumn leaves start to fall, the 
Day homestead is alive with or- 
ange, scarlet, russet and gold. 
With the highway above the 



homestead, it affords passersby a 
view of the old house and its ever- 
colorful setting. 

Not many people know the 
house is built of logs and that the 
front of the house is toward the 
river. When it was built more than 
100 years ago, traffic was by way 
of the river or dirt wagon road. 
Now it is the back of the house 
that travelers see. 

Mrs. Ollie Day, who was the 
former Rissie Steele, thinks the 
house might have been built a 
little before the Civil War. It was 
built by Robert Day, grandfather 
of the present owner. 

To satisfy a reader who likes 
ghost stories with accounts of old 
log houses, Mrs. Day was asked 
about haunts or ghosts about the 
house, but she said she knew of 
none and if a ghost floated about 
he kept himself well hid. 

Originally, the house had four 
large rooms, all built of logs. 
Eater Ollie Day’s father added a 
huge log kitchen with a large fire- 
place. Many years ago the logs 



were covered over with weather 
boarding, and more rooms added 
until now there are seven rooms 
as well as “halls big as rooms, and 
other smaller pantries,” said Mrs. 
Day. 

Mr. and Mrs. Day bought the 
property from other heirs in the 
family. They moved away in 
1918, but returned in 1944 and 
have been here since. Their chil- 
dren are Eugene Day, of Jasner, 
Ala., Ima Fitteral Winchester, and 
Ruth Herbert, of Fort Worth, Tx. 
Though the household and its 
lines are not plumb straight any- 
more, it is a beautiful place with 
a friendly face that almost says 
aloud the word “home.”

employees would pay the follow- 
ing family plan premium: year 
one, $46.14; year two, $59.04; 
and year three, $66.53. 

• Pension benefits. ARH pro- 
posed an increase in the existing 
defined benefit plan for current 
employees with the increase in 
the pension multiplier in year two 
of the contract. All new hires 
would be enrolled in a 403(b) 
defined contribution plan. 

• Sick leave. ARH proposed 
that USW and ARH work to- 
gether to eliminate the abuse of 
sick leave and is not proposing 
to eliminate sick days. 

• Disability insurance. ARH 
proposed enhanced short-term 
and long-term disability insur- 
ance plans with some cost shar- 
ing, which will be $15 per pay 
period per employee. 

• New flexible schedules. ARH 
provided a proposal to the USW 
that would allow the use of flex- 
ible scheduling.

Focal 9148 USW Union Presi- 
dent Norvin Thompson, a Mor- 
gan County ARH employee who 
attended negotiation talks, said 
the proposal is inferior to the ini- 
tial protested contract. 

“The proposal stipulated USW 
employees had to accept every- 
thing in the package,” Thompson 
said. “There were still benefit 
cuts in it that we cannot stand for. 
We are willing to go back to the 
table; we don’t want to strike, we 
just want a fair contract.” 

Approximately 100 local 
home health, home care store and 
hospital employees have partici- 
pated in the strike since April 1, 
with a picket line established 
across the street from Morgan 
County ARH. 

“We are currently waiting on 
the federal mediator to get both 
sides back to the table,” Thomp- 
son said. “Our prayer is that this 
issue can be resolved soon, be- 
cause it is affecting a lot of lives 
in our community. We will picket 
as long as it takes, however. We 
won’t back down.” 

Hatfield said he also hopes for 
a timely resolution. 

“I am grateful local union 
workers have been very respect- 
ful in their protest,” Hatfield said. 
“Hopefully this will end soon. 
Our employees are our greatest 
resource and the backbone of all 
ARH hospitals.”

ARH leadership needs to check out the 
13th amendment, which abolishes slavery! 

ARH leadership is depending on marketing strategies to improve 
its image.

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Pristine stream flows through Elliott 

Rowan County must repair 
damage to Laurel Creek 



State and federal officials were 
in Rowan County in March to 
tour the Laurel Creek area that 
has become the focal point of a 
dilemma for the Rowan County 
Fiscal Court. 

Current Judge Executive Jim 
Nickell is working with the state 
Division of Water and the Army 
Corps of Engineers to rectify vio- 
lations for pollution of the creek, 
which occurred during the admin- 
istration of Rowan’s previous ad- 
ministration. 

During the administration of 
former Judge Executive Clyde 
Thomas, county workers built a 
road through parts of the feder- 
ally-protected creek without a 
vote by the fiscal court and with- 
out proper permits. The work, 
begun in 2002, was protested by 
environmental advocates and dis- 
continued in 2004 and an inves- 
tigation was started. 

During their tour, officials 
looked at violation sites to deter- 
mine appropriate remedial mea- 
sures that will be required of the 
county. In addition to fines, the 
county will be required to restore 
the creek back to its original flow. 

Since the fiscal court never 
voted to approve the work, which 
allegedly was ordered by former 
judge Thomas, the fiscal court 
feels that Thomas’s personal bond 
should be available to the county. 
However, KACO (Kentucky As- 



sociation of Counties), the 
county’s insuring agency, has in- 
dicated it that penalties are ex- 
cluded because there was no in- 
tent to arm the creek and that the 
policy would not be responsible 
for any road construction or re- 
medial repairs required by EPA 
in any case. 

The latest estimate for a pen- 
alty, excluding the amount of 
money to repair the creek was 
$27,000. 

Laurel Creek is one of only a 
few in Kentucky that has been 
designated as an Exceptional 
Water Reference Reach Stream 
and Cold Water Aquatic Habitat, 
qualifying it for some of the high- 
est levels of protection under fed- 
eral and state laws. 

The stream runs through 
Rowan into Elliott and on to 
Carter County. In Elliott County, 
the stream runs beside a new tour- 
ist attraction at Laurel Gorge, the 
site of a state-funded visitor cen- 
ter. The new high bridge that 
takes Ky. 7 across the scenic 
gorge near Sandy Hook was built 
to keep traffic away from the pris- 
tine area. 

The road construction in 
Rowan County was done to join 
Laurel Road to Trent Ridge Road 
and to bring the road out of the 
creek bed because ATVs were 
using it and muddying the water.

Bridget Wos was one of six 
contestants in the Junior Miss 
pageant in Colton, Wash., where 
Jessica Kowal traveled to tell 
readers of The New York Times 
how the pageants have reverted 
to rurality. 

“As it celebrates its 50th anni- 
versary, Junior Miss has been all 
but abandoned by city and subur- 
ban girls who favor bustier, 
lustier, Trump-owned contests 
like Miss USA and Miss Teen 
USA,” Kowal writes. “Once 
broadcast by NBC and CBS and 
sponsored by Coca-Cola, Junior 
Miss counts Diane Sawyer and 
Debra Messing among its na- 
tional and state winners, respec- 
tively. Yet big sponsors have 
evaporated, and officials an- 
nounced that Junior Miss would 
end in 2005, before state and lo- 
cal volunteers demanded its res- 
urrection.” 

Fewer than 6,000 high-school 
juniors are expected to be in the 
pageants this year, less than half 
the 12,000 in the 1990s. “Life in 
general is more shallow, and 
we’ve been pressured to do the 
swimsuits and to be the glitz and 
glamour, We’re not going to do 
that,” said Becky Jo Peterson, the 
executive director of America’s 
Junior Miss, which is based in 
Mobile, Ala., and requires contes- 
tants to take part in a talent com- 
petition and a group fitness rou- 
tine and interpret a famous 
person’s quotation. 

In Colton, population 415, 
“where everyone knows everyone 
and most students do not put 
locks on their lockers,” contestant 
Celia Jeanette Becker told Kowal, 
“We’re more focused on getting 
along with each other and acting 
like ourselves, rather than having 
to glamour up to impress people.”

Leaky dam cause 
of East Ky. Power 
Co-op rate hike 

The leaky dam that impounds 
the largest man-made lake in the 
Eastern U.S. is a factor in an 
emergency rate increase granted 
yesterday to East Kentucky 
Power Cooperative, a power gen- 
erator whose 16 distribution co- 
ops serve half a million people in 
most of the state’s counties, re- 
ports The Courier- Journal. 

“The water level was lowered 
to relieve stress on the dam, and 
that is forcing the utility to extend 
its water-intake pipes for a coal- 
fired power plant next to the lake. 
And the plant can no longer rely 
on relatively inexpensive power 
during periods of peak demand 
from a U.S. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers hydropower plant at the 
dam,” explains James Bruggers, 
the Louisville newspaper’s envi- 
ronmental writer. 

“But those projected costs 
were just one of several factors 
cited by the Kentucky Public Ser- 
vice Commission in granting the 
utility interim rate relief while it 
weighs an even bigger rate re- 
quest — for $43 million in addi- 
tional revenues,” Bruggers writes. 
“Typical residential customers 
whose power comes from the 
Winchester-based nonprofit 
wholesaler could see their 
monthly bills increase by about 2 
percent, or $1.50, according to 
figures from East Kentucky. If the 
larger increase is granted later this 
year, the bill at a typical home 
could go up 4 percent to 7 per- 
cent, or $3 to $5, the utility said.”

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Governor signs $6 million 
“Boni Bill” into law 



FRANKFORT, Ky. - Gover- 
nor Ernie Fletcher last week 
signed Senate Bill 59 - the “Boni 
Frederick Memorial Bill” - into 
law. The new law provides $6 
million to improve safety for state 
human services workers and hire 
more staff. The Governor an- 
nounced the signing during a cer- 
emony at a Department for Com- 
munity Based Services (DCBS) 
office in Louisville. 

The Boni Frederick Memorial 
Bill provides $3.5 million to fund 
security improvements at state 
child welfare offices and addi- 
tional visitation centers for birth 
parents and their children in fos- 
ter care. Another $2.5 million will 
be used to hire additional front- 
line staff. 

“The new law is a good start 
for the changes we need to bol- 
ster the security of the child pro- 
tection system,” Governor 
Fletcher said. “The measures I 
signed into law today will protect 
both social services staff and the 
families - particularly the chil- 
dren - they serve.” 

The legislation is named for 
Boni Frederick, a Morganfield 
social services aide who died in 
the line of duty last October. 
Frederick, who worked in the 



Kentucky Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services (CHFS) in its 
Union County DCBS office, was 
responsible for transporting state 
foster children to medical ap- 
pointments and visits with birth 
parents. 

The law also calls for the 
implementation of several safety 
elements, including giving staff 
devices enabled with “panic but- 
tons” and global positioning sys- 
tem capabilities. 

Governor Fletcher and CHFS 
Secretary Mark D. Birdwhistell 
signed a declaration of emer- 
gency circumstances releasing 
the law’s funding to CHFS imme- 
diately. 

“One of the best aspects of this 
law is that social services work- 
ers will see a difference almost 
immediately,” said Sen. Charlie 
Borders (R-Russell). “Their of- 
fice security will be tightened, 
and with faster access to crimi- 
nal records of families being 
served, they will know sooner 
when something is amiss.” 

Rep. Tom Burch (D-Louis- 
ville), said, “Passage of the Boni 
Bill is just the beginning of a 
safety net for our social workers 
and we plan to do more in the near 



future.” 

Under the new law, local 
DCBS offices will receive secu- 
rity enhancements such as 
buzzer-entry systems that restrict 
access to staff work areas from 
front lobbies. DCBS staff will 
also have 24-hour access to crimi- 
nal records. 

Birdwhistell said he and his 
staff welcome the long-sought 
legislation. 

“From the tragedy of Ms. 
Frederick’s death has emerged 
much-needed support for improv- 
ing the safety of our social ser- 
vices staff, as well as an aware- 
ness of the valuable work they 
perform each and every day,” 
Secretary Birdwhistell said. 

Another of the law’s measures 
establishes a work group to in- 
clude cabinet representatives and 
community advocates who will 
study child welfare and suggest 
methods for improving the sys- 
tem. 

At the event, Governor 
Fletcher also signed HJR 137, a 
resolution that provides resources 
to the CHFS Office of the Om- 
budsman to allow staff to review 
complaints stemming from child 
protective services cases.
